Npork bints were the outcome of a meet-; 

ing held in Shiloh tabernacle ■ Monday 

night. They followed the announcement 

that a secret and armored room bad been 

d iscovered in the basement of Shiloh house. 

It was hinted that under the cement 





floor evidences of practices which would 
astonish Zion were discovered. It even 
was whhparcd.that tbo bones of two women 
might be found hurried (here, and that 
evidences that some one bad been dab- 
bling In chemistry and matellurgy would 
be found. Overseer Voliva, when asked 
ns to the rumors, said he would not discuss 
them. He previously bad told the meet- 
ing that if forced to do so he would make 
revelations which would horrify, 

Voliva described to the congregation tho 
secret den as follows: "In Shiloh house 
bos been discovered a retreat with two 
massive steel doors. The inside door was 
baltered in and there was discovered a re- 
treat safe against the ships of the Russian 
nary. In It was a peculiarly constructed 
bed, tbe most peculiar bed I believe I ever 
saw. From this cell led a funnel-shaped 
tobeneor a little window, which was bar- 
red by a massive iron shutter and bora. 
The double steel doon and the shutters of 
the window were fastened on the inside by 
great iron bars and cleats. This was built 
by « man .who wants you to tell him what 
fear feels like." 

, ^Gladstone Bowie, who. with Captain 
Walker of the local police, discovered the 
mysterious retreat, furnished privately a 
more detailed description as follows: 

i "We found two heavy steel doors. We 
forced tbe flrat one after some trouble, then 
took stodge, hammers and crashed the 
second one. There was a apace of about 
two feet between the first and second doors. 
The walls' of ; the room are of concrete- 
They are from two and one-half to four 
feet in thickness. The doors are about 
three-quarters of an inch tbick. The ceil- 
injr, which is about (lash with tho base- 
ment ceiling, is reinforced with steel gir- 
ders. The .room was built up in the front 
the basement and_is j&bouV lourleen _b£ 
n^tffmeiJBions. 'Opening from it 
to the outer air under tbo front steps and 
porch of tbe haute is the window, tba eteet 
shutlen of which is about half an inch 
tbick. Tbo room itself was ns sumptuously 
furnished as tbe apartments upjtairs. 

"Built into an angle of the room was'a 
stationary bed, apparently a permanent 
part of tbe structure. Springs of almost 
inconceivable resilience were surmounted 
.by two tbick and downy matress and these 
in turn topped by softest covering until 
tbo surface of tbe couch reached four' feet 
from the floor. From oho side to the other 
of the bed. wna seven feet. At tho head 
was a telephone."

While preparing tbo mid-day meal in 
momentary expectation of tbo return of her 
husband, Mrs, Sophia Clansenius, of tbe 
Morrow 'flats on Twenty-second Btre-et, in 
North Chicago, was terribly, burned and 
died.at 4:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
Mrs. Clansenius wsa injured by tbe ex- 
plosion of a gasoline stove and was burned 
almost to a crisp from her head to her feel. 
Not an inch of her body escaped, and she 
must bare swallowed the flame, her lungs 
being burned. 

Tbe accident happened about 11:90, aa 
she was preparing dinner, awaiting the 
arrival of her husband from hla work -at 
the foundry, where be is employed as a 
moulder. She was using a gasoline stove, 
and somehow it caught fire, The kitchen 
immediately caught fire nnd her clothing 
was a moss of flames. She was all alone 
in tbo flat, as tho couple bad no children, 
and no one was near to aid faor, Rushing 
frantically from tbe blazing room, she ran 
down the short hall oE tbe flat to- tho stairs. 
At the top sbo fell and plunged ' down the 
entire flight and through tho glass door at 
the entrance, '. H« aims wore severely cut 
by tho glass and tbe hall was spattered 
with blood and littered with bunted rem* 
nants of hair and clothing. She rushed 
into ttfa street, tho flames rising in a solid 
sheet .around her head. 

Harvey Hyde, one of the - village pol ice- 
men, was standing nearby and as soon as 
bo saw her be ran to her side . and com: 
menced tearing off her burning garmonta. 
It was necessary for him to hold tier while 
ho was doing so, and he severely burned 
both hands. Hyde Bhowed great presence 
of mind, and did all possible, but tbe- un- 
fortunate woman whb already burned very 
bndly. . ' '* , 

Jacob Stickler, tbo manager, had beard 
someone was burned nnd ran to tbo- place. 
Ho and Hyde carried Mrs. QlausenluB into. 
Hyde's flat, which la noxt to Clauieniua', 
on the ground flour, and Br. C6nne.ll whb 
immediately sent for. * : 

The woman, although she suffered ter- 
ribly,' was Bomewhat numb and did not 
loose consciousness at nil. Br, Connell 
soon arrived and dressed her burns, which 
covered her entire body, not an , Inch but 
what was burned almost to a crisp. ■ Ly* 
log on tba bed, she showed patience and 
courngo aim oat supernatural. Only .an 
eccasiohar moan oscnped her UpB, and 
water was all she asked for,

SUDDEN DEATH. 

On Tuesday, April third nt Chicago, oc- 
curred the sudden death of. little Frank 
M. Wisner, the three and a half years old 
son of Mr, and Mrs. L. S. Wisner, who 
reside ou the George Wedge farm east of 
town. , Mrs, Wisher had gene to Chicago 
to visit with friends for a few days,- tak- 
ing her, children with her. WbilB^taere 
tbe little boy waa suddenly taken quite 
seriously ill and a doctor waa summoned 
at once but in spite of oil that medical 
aid and careful nursing could do the little 
fellow passed away on Tuesday after being 
sick only four dayB. ' The oIubc of bis 
death being peritonitis. The funeral was 
betil at the home and the remains were 
laid at rest' in the Autioch Hillside Cem- 
etery. •

xhe conflagration started in tbo Gelden 
residence, which is familiarly known as 
tbe old Kapple place. It was formerly 
owned by Charles Kapple, but was now 
owned by C. Schanck. 

Geldea was alone in the house, his fam- 
ily at the time were visiting her parents 
at this place. The fire Beemed to have 
started from an overheated chimney, as tbe 
ruins point to the conclusion that near the 
chimney was the initial point of. attack. 
Gelden was aroused from a sound slum- 
ber by the crackling of tbe flames, with el 
yell he leaped ont of bed and in scanty aW- 
tire ran into the iitreet, just as tbe roof of 
the house fell flawing, flaming- and burst-- 
irig into millions of red hot embers in tbe 
ruin's. Ho escaped with bis life. Another 
moment would have been his last. 

Tbe conflagration then seized upon the 
old tavern, which was five feet away from 
the Gelden residence. 

Tbe old tavern is the earliest landmark 
in Lake County and has long been venera- 
ted as Buch, It is tbe property of George ■ 
Gatterahall. Tbe structure was as dry as 
tinder and all of wood, so that it went up 
in a puff, 

The villagers had meantime formed 
themselves into a bucket brigade. The 
buckets filled with water were passed from 
hand to hand and the houses in tbe vicin- 
ity were deluged until tbe flames could 
not invade them, However the Gorman 
house caught fire. 

The firemen then centered their efforts 
there and by the most vigilant action suc- 
ceeded in Btemlng the mounting tide of 
consuming fire which ebbed before the 
husky work of tbe volunteers and finally 
rcceeded, leaving the main port of the 
town safe with the exception of two houses 
a total loss and one in partial rain. 

One or two other places besides the Gor- 
man house caught fire from sparks but it 
was quickly extinguished:

HAND ELOPES 
WITH YEAGER'S WIFE

The Rcrord-Herald of April 91b, iay,a: 
Confirmation of the rumors that Eugene 
Hildelirand, premier rider on Aiaericop 
raco"£xackHTb t ad elbp^o^rom^Hc^^SprTags 
with May Teager, wife of Joe Yeager, one 
of the most widely known horse owners, 
bookmakers and plungers, reached New 
Orleans today tbroutrh letters received by 
several prominent race track men. They 
were written in Hot Springs and Memphis 
and conveyed the information that Jockey 
Hildobrand and Mrs. Joe Yeager bad dis- 
appeared at the came time and had been 
seen together in Chicago. 

Rumors have been floating about for a 
week, hinting at tbe alleged elopement, 
but it is said Yeager and bis friends had 
u-ed o very effort to keep tho affair quiet. 
But in ono letter received by a bookmaker 
t the Fair Grounds it was stated that 
Yeager had admitted that his wife had 
mn away, and that be was not going to 
worry over ber return. 

Eugene Hildebrand hae been the star of 
tbe saddle for several seasons, and In 1904 
ho act a new world's record by riding more 
winners than any other jockey known to 
the turf. For several years be was nnder 
contract to Joe Yeager, during which time 
he was tbo reigning sensation wherever 
the latter hooked or raced bis stable. 

Lost Bpring at Memphis it was common 
gossip that Hildebrand was apparently 
much admired by the wife of his employer, 
and that on the day Hildebrand'a mo ont 
fell in a race Mrs. Yeager waa more con- 
cerned than anyone else, and, with her 
sister, then visiting bor, sbo raced across 
tbo infield to where tbe injured boy bud 
fallen. Sho cared for him and watched 
over him until ho recovered from hia 
wounds, which were only Blight. Hilde- 
brand went East nnd later in the seneon 
he got into trouble and waa indefmately 
suspended. Recently he was re-instated 
and, had been riding, in hii old-time form 
at Hot Springs. Yeager was„ there, too, 
although it is said tbe - contract between 
tbe two bad been broken, 
■ Being Interested in tbe West Baden 
Hotel, nt West Baden, Tnd., nnd also in 
the Arkansas Club nt' Hot Springs, there 
wore times when Yenger's absence from 
homo was necessary, and on one of these 
occasions, it is said, Hildebrand and Mrs. 
Yeager suddenly took their depnrture, un- 
announced to 'their many friends nt tho 
Vapor City.

Under the result of the Chicago city 
election, In which the question of mu- 
nicipal ownership of the street railways 
wns the vital Issue, tho city cau pro- 
ceed to nai id re and control the rail- 
ways, but cannot operate them.

Throe 
propositions wero submitted to the 
voters, the llrst of which wus: "Shall 
the city of Chicago proceed to. operate 
street railways?" 

This proposition required CO per cent 
of the totul vote cast lu order to become 
effective. 

Tho total voto cunt on tho question 
of null lie I pnl ownership was 2111,171. 
Of this number 120,011 were cast hi 
favor of municipal operation of the 
street railways and 110,200 against it 
In order to become binding the propo- 
sition to opuruto the railways should 
have received 1U8,70U votes. It there- 
tore fell short of tho required number 
by 17,71)2 votes

According to data just published by 
the Massachusetts bureuu of labor, tha 
year ending Sept. 30, llKKi, was particu- 
larly free from industrial disputes in thnt 
State.

The Amalgamated Assoplntlon of Iron 

and Steel Workers has refused its sanc- 
tion' of the strike of .'[(Ml skilled men of 
tho Republic Iron and Steel Company, 
due to the dhehnrge of a puddter for go- 
ing to a saloon during work limtrs. This 
means that mill owners will be allowed 
to dictate regarding the drinking of em- 
ployes when on duty. 

Boston carpenters' district council 
adopted the working card of the grand 
council of eastern Massachusetts last 
week. Tho north, shore district council 
also Joined the grnud body, absolutely 
completing the organization for that vi- 
cinity. It now represents mi aggregate of 
nbout 15,000 men. The effort Is to.be 
made for a uniform vvago for the entire 
district, 

John A. Flatt, organizer of the A. F. 
of L. In Canada, reports his recent work 
In Montreal, Que. ; As a result of organ- 
ization among the workers lu this city, 
wages have steadily Increased. This Is 
especially noticeable In the building 
trades. Molders and shoo workers have 
also advanced very" materially. Among 
the unorganized era ft* the hours of toll 
are long nnd tha wages are shorter. Skill- 
ed trades have been, steadily employed. 
Eleven firms have conceded Increased 
wages to shoe cutlers nnd only. three re- 
nin in to be settled 'with.' Ah yet the re- 
tail 'clerks nre not organized aud as a 
consequence, nro working long '.hourt. 
Laundry workers, leather workers, metal 
polishers, platers and brass workers havo 
organized, Printing pressmen, electrical 
workers nud fur workers ■ are about to 
form m i i on h. 

Massachusetts State * .Representative 
George II. Jackson of Lynn has Intro- 
duced In the House a hill legalizing pick- 
eting during strikes, lockouts and other 
labor troubles. Tho bill provides that 
strikers may legally wnlk upon the streets 
and highways In the vicinity of any place 
where a strike Is hi progress, and that 
they may approach persons working or in- 
tending to do So and persuade them to 
discontinue. In many respects the meas- 
ure In similar to those which have been 
Introduced by the laboring Interests for 
several past sessions. Last year such k 
bill was defeated In the Uouss , 



there were three speeches on tho bill by 
Messrs. Klkliis, Gamble nnd Kean. A bill 
authorising a cable from Key West, Fin., 
to Guantnnnmu, Cubn, and thence to tbi 
Isthmus of Panama, for governmental and 
commercial purposes, at a cost of ?02",*- 
000, was passed, The tariff, railway mall 
subsidies nud denatured alcohol wore the 
features of the debate In the House, the 
postotllco appropriation bill being under 
consideration. 



There was no session of the Scnnto Sat- 
urday. The House continued the consid- 
eration of the pustotlicc appropriation bill, 
and In the latitude accorded under general 
debate the discussion took on a wide 
range, Including railway mull pay. In- 
creasing wages. for rural letter carriers, 
tho American smelter' trust and the cor- 
rupt us§ of money In elections,, with a 
sidelight on the naturalization luivs. 
Without touching any paragraph of tho 
bill under discussion adjournment was 
taken at 4:15 p. m. until Monday,

advocating railway rata legislation and 
the latter opposing it on tho ground that 
It Interfered with Stato rights. Mr. Ker-

ident appointed Messrs;' Halo, Alllsou and 
Teller ns conferees on the urgency defi- 
ciency bill. District of Columbia legisla- 
tion occupied the attention of the House. 
Mr. nopburp ( . of Iowni replying to a. 
speech of. Mr.' Slmms of Tennessee advo- 
cating self-government, for the people of 
the district,' upheld the present form, but 
criticised its administration.- The m-gcncy 
deficiency bill, was sent (o conference, 
Messrs, LHtiunr, Tawney nnd Livingston 
being nnmed conferees. Tho House pass- 
ed tho Semite bill I m posing n chargu for 
tuition ou non-rcslduut pupils. In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, ami also tho bill regu- 
lating the employment, of juvenile work- 
ers.

Under' this poison secret- 
ing laboratory in the roof of the' mouth 
Is ft small llealiy knob. When the bird 
sets Its beak in the. flesh of n victim 
.this -knob receives 'a pressure which 
liberates the venom nnd 1 noon lutes tbo 
twoiind. * No man, native or otherwise, 
was 'ever known to recover from a 
blto tuttlctea by a rplr n'doob. ; The 
Buffering- In such cases la snld to bo 
much more agonizing thiuv m cuwes of 
rattlesnake- and Gila monster bites.

Brazilian Pebbles, 
Brazilian pebble Is a name given to 
large masses, of particularly transpar- 
ent quartz or rock crystal, which la 
most abundantly found In Brazil, al- 
though material quite as good occurs 
Bomewhat sparingly in Switzerland 
and Madagascar. • As regards trans* 
narency and hardness the Brazilian 
pebble was far superior to the beet 
product of tho old glass melt era, but 
the modern gloss Is qulto as good as 
the crystal. In fact the mineral is 
now little used, and the name persists 
mainly as a trade epithet, intended to 
express superior quality. ' Good glass 
for lenticular purposes 'Is now made 
In tho United States; but tho best, 
such as would be employed In astro- 
nomical and microscopic work, still 
comes Irom Franco and Germany.

Now. the flood of molten roelt Is hem- 
ming in Torre d'Anininzlutn, n prosper- 
ous port on tin- liny of Nnples, ii short 
distance to the southward, nod It la 
only a matter of hours when* It, too, 
will be engulfed. Thirty thousand 'peo- 
ple tinvu evneunted It. Other cities in 
the path of tlie liivu' flow nro threat- 
ened with destruction nnd tbeir inhab- 
itants nro fleeing In pntilc. 

As yet there hnve been no fntnlltles, 
ns the populace lias hnd -warning that 
was denied their forefathers In the 
days of Titus. 

I'rnyers were offered up In nil the 
churches nt Naples, but Instead of les- 
sening IU fury the eruption of Vesu- 
vius tins become more violent ' than 
ever. Cities nnd towns nnd homes tbnt 
were pence ful nnd prosperous n few 
dnys ngo hnve now become places of 
terror. People nre nbandonlng their 
hearthstone* without taking time tn re-' 
move their Inres nnd peuntcs, and It la 
probable tbnt the suffering and priva- 
tion will be pitiful In n few dnys.

What property could 
be carried In the tin ads was all thnt 
mnny succeeded in saving, jewels, val- 
uables ami all kinds or household 
goods were left behind In the mnd exo- 
dus, mid government tr roups have been 
Beat fo gunrd the deserted city until 
all hope of Us escaping destruction hat 
been abandoned. 

At Torre del Greco, n few mllet 
away, the same facilities for leaving 
were given the people, and other towns 
and cities nre being evacuted hourly as 
the rivers of Invn advance. 

At San Sebastluo the people are ter- 
ror stricken nnd In n destitute comll; 
tion. The lava la fust approaching 
them and thfr Mayor haa sent n tele- 
grain hero Imploring aid. Other towns 
nre hi Imminent danger of being cut 
off from help by the Java. 

Up on the mountain side the govern- 
ment observatory hits been destroyed, 
also the restaurant of ttto railroad.

Th eprocl amotion of Governor De- 
ncen convokes the lawmakers In the 
first specinl session held since 1808, 
when one was. called for the purposo 
of pausing n new prlronry Inw nnd of 
revising the revenue net, nnd the tnsk 
thnt confronts the Assembly- Is the 
drafting of nn net tbnt will not bo open 
to nttnek as "special leglslntlon" — the 
main fault tbnt -led the Supremo bench 
to overthrow the prliunry net pnsscd a 
year ago. 

Point* In the Decision; , 

Tbo four essential points on which 
the court held the law unconstitutional 
wcro : 

Tbnt it contains provlaions by which 
the Legislature attempts to delegate part 
of Its legislative functions to political 
organisations In that It allows counly 
managing committees outside of Chlcsgo 
to decide whether nominations under '.hi 
taw shall be by pluralities or majorities 

That it requires the payment of n tu* 
from the man desiring to bo a candidal* 
for office, thus discriminating between the 
m.iu who has money to pay and the man 
who has not. 

That It makes a new qualification ncc* 
euory for candidates for the State Leg.V 
latnre, In the provision that but one can- 
didate mny bo nominated from any one 
county In a senatorial district,' thus set* 
tlog up a geographical ijunllhVntlon not 
recognized by the constitutions. 

That it makes one sat of requirements 
far one part of the State and another for 
cnothcr; that It Is in reality two laws in 
one. 

Hardly had the supreme bench made 
public Its finding when the men who 
were most active In promoting tlio pas- 
sage of the primary Inw went at the 
work of devising amendments thnt 
would gunnnitec a revised act snfe pas- 
sage through the courts. Edward D. 
Shurtlotr, of Mnrcngo, siwakcr of the 
House ; Senator Daniel A v Campbell, of 
Chicago ; Senntor 0.
